Preparation of fields for spring seeding v_ll begin as soon as the surface soil dries

sufficiently. Lpplicatlen of commercial fertilizer to v_eat fields is being made.

The price of alfalfa ranges from (_15.00 to _18.00 per ton. It appears there will be

considerable surplus,

Total gross receipts from sales of farm co_cdities last year were (_I,067,634,00_

a drop of 4 percent from 1953. Sal@s of livestock and livestock products amounted to

_738 million dollars or 69 percent of the total. Cash receipts from c_ops amounted

to nearly _330 million dollars or 31 percent of the total. Nationally s the net

income was 35._ percent of the gross or 2.2 percent less than in 195_.

Government payments totaled _6_9,000 last year. About _7j057,000 consisted of

conservation payments and _ ,572,000 v_s paid to beet growers under the Sugar Act.
